Also of great importance—and often 
of considerable .diMculty—are pre- 
liminary surveys as to the actual line 
to be followed by the service. Na- 
turally it must pass over territory 
suitable from a flying point of view; 
while it is equally important that It 
should. serve as many centres of 
population as possible. -Then there 
is the question of arranging for land 
‘dromes or marine air ports. These, 
of course, must conform to flying 
needs, - from the vicw-polnt of all- 
weather operation. They must also 
be as near as possible to neighbour- 
ing centres of population. 

And over and nbove this there are 
all sorts of questions affecting wire- 
Icss communication and signalling, 
.the establishment of metcorological 
services, and the provision of ade- 
quate installations of ucrodrome 
lighting. 


TYPE OF AIRCRAFT 


Of course, a big problem concerns 
the actual type of alreraft which are 
to operate over any given route, 
cither landplanes or flying boats. 
Many factors may have to be cone 
sidered here—the geographical and 
climate nature of the route, the 
height of acrodromes above sen-level, 
the general nature of the loads that 
will be forthcoming. All such qucs- 
tlons may influence the deslgn of 4 
new fleet of aircraft, affecting the 
crulsing speeds to be scheduléd, and 
the amount of space provided in the 
interiors of machines for various 
kinds of pay-load. 

Lhe_organisation und operation of 
each great trunie route furnishes 
problems which are pecullar to this 
particular route, and which have to 


be studied and grappled with Indi-: 


vidually, For this reason it Js not 
practicable to take nny particular 
type of aircraft and argue that, be- 
cause it may be ideal for some specl- 
fle form of service, it would be 
equally suitable when operating un- 
der different geographical, climatic, 
and load-carrying conditions. Ac- 
tually. the typeof. aircraft employed, 
the speeds maintained, and the gene- 
ral operating questlons, have to be 
governed by the particular nature of 
whatevér trunk route may be under 
review,

OF CHINA ’S AVIATION; 
_ AND GLIMPSES FUTURE 


The romance of aviation aid ite rapid geawil in China was 
tho gubject of an interesting lecture by Mr. A. J. R. Moss, Civil 
Superintendent of Kal Tak Airport, to members of the Hongkong 
University Engincering Society last night. , 


After tho lecture, lontern slldes depicting an ie Journey 
from England to Hongkong were shown, 


Tho speaker wan introduced by Prof. W. news: and was 
unanimously elected an honorary member, 


Mr. Moss said: 

I propose to-night to talk to you 
nbout the practical application of 
clvil aviatlon with particular ree 
ference to China ond Hongkong, To 
those of us in Hongkong where 
transport services nre 50 well ore 
Raniscd ‘that even the remotest 
village has fits bus service we find it 
diMcult to renilse that, until the 
advent af the aeroplane, our neigh- 
bours had to rely chichy on human 
carriers and pack ponies. In China, 
oven to-day, first class roads- are, 
with the exception of certaln pro- 
vinces, unknown, and consist chiefly 
of rough tracks just wide enough for 
two men to pass, Railways are few 
nnd far between, being expensive to 
construct, and river transport is both 
slow and hazardous. Thus the 
development of alr transport in 
China, {nstend of being slowly 
evolved as in western countries, has 
slipped the coach, train and motor 
car stages and has been launched 
out on a. big and apparently pro- 
fitable scale, ‘ 


Let us trace the history of com- 
mercial aviation In China, I believe 
I am right in saying that as recently 
as 1930 civil avintlon did not exist. 
Then two compantes were formed, 
The China National Aviation Cor- 
poration and Eurasia, These two 
companies which were backed by 
the Central Government sect out to 
develop ilncs into the: interlor and 
ench had thelr headquarters in 
Shanghai. Very soon air lines were 
running forth to Pelping and across 
Russia to Europe, west along the 
Yangtse to Nanking, Hankow, 
Chungking and Chengtu and survey

The . manufacture of absolute 
“nothing” Is the ambition of William 
a. Ruggles, fesearch” worker” Inthe 
General Electric Company labora- 
torles, \ . 

Ruggles is in charge of experl- 
mental work on- vacuum tubes, Im- 
proved methods of removing gases 
from tubes based on his experiments 
have resulted in tmproved radios, 
better photo-electric cells, more eM- 
cient tubes for experimental work 
on television, and a better know- 
ledge, of lighting, company officials 
suld. 

But despite considerable advancn- 
ment achieved during the past 25 
years, Ruggles reported he still has 
a long way to go before accomplish 
ing “nothing.” “ 

“Even with our most modern 
technique, we are only able to re- 
move the molecules to the extent 
that more than 60,000,000,000 gas 
molecules remain in an ordinary 60- 
watt Jamp bulb, after we have 
evacuated it to the best of our 
ability,” he sald. - 

Beforo being evacuated, he add- 
ed, the number of molecules in a 
tube is beyond enumeration. 

The process of degassing, Ruggies 
said, Is begun by baking the tube 
for an hour in an electric oven’ at a 
temperature of 935 degrees, Fahren- 
eit, ‘ 

This heating removes a portion of 
the gasses’ in the tube, since the 
molecules, upon belng heated, ex- 
pand and are forced out. . 

In the next step, liquid aly, ot o 
temperature of 196 degrees below 
zero, is utilized to remove accumu- 
lated water vapour by condensation. 

Then the filament, _ or electrodes, 
within the tube is degassed by Sash- 
ing or heating with high frequency 
electric colls. “An additional nmount 
of gas is: drawn from the tube by .0 
pump operated by heated mercury. 

The completed degassing process 
vorics. from as.little. as 20 minutes 
in the case of small tubes, to several 
doys for the largest tubes, Ruggles 
disclosed, adding that it Is now pos- 
sible to create a “vacuum” in -half 
the time required 20 years ago—

Casualties In 
Italy During 
Last Year 


(By Joseph D. Ravotto, United 
Press Staff Correspondent) 


Rome, Feb, 13. | 
Sports cost 61 lives in Italy last 
year. The compilation made by 
Coni—the Italian National Olympic 
Committec—also reveals that 4,421 
Italians injured themselves: while 
practising sports during 1037, 


‘Hunting proved to be the most 
hazardous sport on the Peninsula. 
This form of recreation caused 31 
deaths and 408 accidents, Mountain 


climbing followed with cight fatal 
casualties and about 150 injurics. 


Cycling, which on the surface ap- 


pears to be one of the less dangerous 
sports, nevertheless was responsible 
for five deaths «dnd approximately 
500 mishaps, 


Two deaths were recorded In box- 
ing and winter games, while cach 
respectively caused 400 and 100 In- 
juries, Football, swimming, rugby 
and motorcycling, with one death 
Were each responsible for 
500,'°8, "250,, and “15 -casuallics res~ 
pectively, 


There were no deaths jn the other 
sports practised in Italy, Gymnastics 
caused 84 injuries, wrestling 37, 
basketball 23, track and field 16, 
roller sisating 13, fencing D, tennis 4, 
and rowing 4. 


Nine deaths and 900 accidents 
were brought on_ by injurles sus- 
taincd in premilitary training by 
Fascist Groups. These were caused 
by the use of firearms, by the various 
manoeuvres, by parading and other 
seml-milltary games, y 


FOOTBALL LEADS 


While hunting caused most deaths 
with 31, football ied in accident 
domain with 1,500 cases, ranging 
from a simple -straincd “muscle to 
vroken ‘bones, sometimes Involving 
months In the hospltal. A study of 
these figures reveals that there is o 
better chance for survival In a foot- 
ball casunity than in o hunting 
mishap. 


Divided into ‘age groups, the 
statistics show that sports practised 
under the Conti Banner were respon- 
sible for 42 deaths and 2,306 injurles 
while those practised by the Young 
Fasclst Groups’ were charged with 
19 deaths and 2,115 mishaps.

A terrific thunderstorm which 
broke over Hongkong early this 
morning and continued for over 
two hours, with incessant light- 
ning and torrential rain, added 
another chapter to the story of 
the most freakish March weather 
experienced in the Colony. . 


‘| Weather conditions since the 
beginning of the month have 


ranged from the highest March 
temperature ever recorded at the 
Royal Observatory to the coldest 
March weather experienced this 


century. ; { 


Rainfall—1%4 inches fell between 
1.30 and 2.30 um.—excecds by far 
the normal for the third month of 
the year. 

And this morning electrical storm, 
which was one of the most vivid seen 
for many years, was another abnormal 
meteorological event. 

“Pressure distribution changed very 
rapidly on Sunday,” an official of 
the Royal Observatory told the Tele- 
graph this morning, “The  anti- 
cyclone moved rather rapidly out 
Into the Pacific between Saturday 
und Sunday, and instead of a high 
pressure over the China Sea there 
was definitely a low pressure, and 
temporary spring conditions were 
established over China, 

“The thunderstorm -was actually 
due to a displacement of the com- 
paratively cool custerly winds by 
warm, humid southerly winds. 

“Present conditions, which may last 
same days, may be ‘temporary, and 
there jis a possibility {hat Hongicong 
wenther will revert to conditions 
reigning before the area of low pres- 
sure established its influence, 

“March is certainly rnther carly 
to be having thunderstorms such 
us that experienced this morning. 
It was the second thunderstorm — re- 
corded this month.” 

Considerable street -tlooding . oc- 
curred in various parts of Hongkong 
during the height of this morning's

““Qur casualties on the banks of 
the Yi River were 3,000, Including 
many officers.

“The people of Japan hate to sec 
this war prolonged. 

“Many of our men have committed’ 
suicide by hanging because they are

Japanese Drive Spent

A 
brigade of Chinese troops has reach- 
ed os far as Chienhu where it en- 
gaged a unit of JInpanese troops yes- 
terday. 

On the southern sector of the Tien- 
tsin-Pulkow Rallway Chinese gucrillas 
recovered Shaohochi and Kwantien 
south of the Hwai River. Japanese 
communications between Mingkwang 
and Chuhsien hnve been disrupted by 
them.—Centrat News.

The World Jewish Congress, in a 
communique to the press to-day, pro- 
tests against the methods employed 
against the Jews in Austria, wh! ich, 
says the communique, are more brutal 
than‘agalnst the Jews in the Helch.

ANOTHER ANGLE OF

It may have been a shock to 
some to realise the trend of 
British foreign policy, accord- 
ing to the interpretation of 
events in London given to the 
Telegrapl’a correspondents in 
London yesterday. It was said 
to be likely that Britain would 
refuse to give to any Central 
European power, Czecho-Slova- 
kia not excepted, any guarantee 
against invasion by another 
state.

gression generally; and by the 
Treaty of Locarno to the de- 
fence of France and Belgium 
against attack by Germany; 
and, for that matter, guarantees 
Germany’s and Italy’s frontiers 
as well, according to the samc 
five-power undertaking.

the preservation of peace,” Mr, Hull 
had Unked thls remark to the argu- 
ment that a popular referendum on 
war would disastrously Smpair the 
Government's nbillty to safeguard 
natlonal interests. 


NEW DETERMINATION 


There in a widgspread = feellny in 
international circles here .that the 
specch newly emphasised the United 
States’ determination to safeguard 
the Interests of American nationals 
in foreign countrics, including the 
Orient, but that the predominant in- 
terest continues to. be the main- 
tenance of the “orderly processes of 
Jnternational relationships.” 


Mr, Hull's emphasis upon continu- 
Ing an Influence on behalf of orderly 
processes in the Orient appeared to 
be predicated not only upon an im- 
mediate effect in that areca, but also 
upon the whole world. 


ROAD TO CHAOS: 


As an example of those odvocating 
withdrawal from the Orient, 
Hull said: ‘Those who contend that 
we can, and should, abandon and 
surrender the principle In that half 
_of the world, cleurly show they have 
little or no conception of the extent 
to which situations and developments 
in any part of the world to-dny in- 
evitably affect situntions and condi- 
tlons in other parts of the world. 
The triumphs of this secluslonist 
viewpoint would inescapably carry 
the whole world back to the condl- 
tions of medjacval chaos,” 

Mr, Hull's endorsement of the 
naval programme was ao reiteration 
of an cariier statement !n connection 
with current congressional debates. 
Coupled with the Houses’ elimina- 
tion of policy clauses, Mr. Hull’s 
Rater has strengthened the opinion 
that the United States still regards 
the Pacific, Instead of the Atlantic, 
a primary region of naval interest.— 
United Press.

Chief Justice Points: 
Out . Unpatriotic

Heavy sentences were imposed on 
a woman and three men when they 
were convicted at the Criminal Scs- 
sions this morning on charges of 
possession of forged banknotes, pos- 
session of instruments for forgery, 
and conspiracy.

SIMULTANEOUS ARRESTS

In her 
cubicle was found o ‘quantity of 
banknotes and a complete plant. for 
the forging of banknotes. ‘It. was 
unfortunate that there were - no 
genuine banknotes available for the 
Jury to compare the forged ones 
with, but it was significant that‘none 
of the prisoners had attempted to 
say they were authorised printers of 
the notes, and that the bank had 
given them authority. Banknotes 
found In three different addresses 
were found to bear the same 
numerals. 

LED TO FOURTH ACCUSED 

Referring to the fourth accused 
and the boarding .house, there was 
evidence that St had, been acquired: 
by defendant. In the Des. Vocux 
Road premises, the police had found 
envelopes, visiting cards, photographs 
and chops leading, without any ques- 
tion of doubt or error, to fourth de- 
fendant. The envelopes wero ad- 
dressed to him, there was a certificate 
made out In'his name, and one of 
the photographs was‘ of him, while 
the chop bore his name. cca 

After o short retirement ‘of ten’ 
minutes, the-Jury returned a verdict 
of guilty on all counts against each 
of the accused.
